But the profits of the Young Peo- 
ple's Work are not nil in the years 
to be; far froln it. for the number 
of Salvation Soldiers in Australian 
CorE>a \v1io have been transferred 
from this brancli to the Senior side 
forms a splendid tribute to the de- 
votion of tlie workers and the spirit- 
ual character of their instruction. 

Australia has led tfic way in muny 
entcrririscs for the temporal and 
spiritual well-being o£ young and 
old, iliii humane legislation of the 
country havinfr made certain import- 
ant departures possible. For instance. 
The Army's Homes for boys and 
girls, wards of the State, were initi- 
ated in Australia. We have riOW 
thhieen of these Homes-in the Com- 
monwealth, fioDsing 1,012 boys and 
girls. To assist in the malnienanee 
of these the Governments pay to 
Tbe Army capitation grants to the 
extent of about S45,000 per annum. 

Some of these Homes are adapted 
mansions, and arc really magnificent 
Institutions; others have been plaii- 
ned and erected specially for this 
purpose, and are possibly^ the last 
word in institutional eflkiency and 
scienti^c arrangement. 

It is ratlier a far cry from State 
cbildren to Old-age Pensioners; but 
Tlie Army's retreats in Australia for 
aged men and women have reached 
a high pitch of development. The 
Army has six such places, with ac- 
commodation for 425 a^d men and 
women.

Card- 
boards covered with coloured pic- 
tures of animals arc given to the 
children, together with bottles con- 
taining the variously- coloured sand. 
The children paint the tody of the 
animal with glue, and then carefully 
cover (he coloured portions of the 
animal bodies with the appropriate 
colours of sandh 

In this interesting way, while the 
dtildreii seem to he merely amusing 
themselves, thtiy arc gaining very de- 
j^nite instruction as to the names, 
colouring, and physical characteris- 
tics oi the different animals. Sto^'ics 
in connection with their habits and 
the countries where they may be 
found naturally accompany the pic- 
tures and enlarge tlie scope of the 
work. In this manner, the children 
learn to paint and draw, in addition 
to securing a knowledge of natural

U. S. WAR EXPENSES ' ' 
THE United Slates* war expenses 

*■ now arc running about fiity per 
Ci!_nt. higher than those of Great Ttri- . 
tain, it has been' shown by compari- y 
son of Treasury reports and a. 
ncwly-isEued Drhish financial state- 
ment. Owing to the shorter time 
the United States has been in the 
\v^, however, her national w^r debt 
is only onc^hird aa large as that of 
Great^ Britain, and the hurdgti of 
taxation in that country no\v Is only; 
alioiiT one'halF as much. 

Although the. United Slates has 
largely superseded Great Britain as' 
the financial reservoir on -which the 
other alHed nations draw, the aggre- 
pitc of such loans by that country 
siill is one-fourth less than Great 
Brhain's. 

The monthly cost of war to the 
Uiihcd States now is about fifteen 
hundred million dollars, including 
loans 10 allies, while Great Britain's 
expenses «e running in the ncigh- 
bourhood of a billion a month. The 
Utth^d States i& spending about 
fifty million dollars a day, or more 
than two millions an hour. The na- 
tion's war debt is now a little less 
than twelve and a half billion dol- 
lars, as compared -with Great Brl- ' 
taints $30,675,000,000.
